REPORT 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


In surrendering the trust contided to me, I wish first to re- 
turp my thanks for the uniform courtesy and assistance given 
by prudential committees and teachers. 

While I cannot boast of great advancement, I think I can 
confidently claim that, as a rule, the schools have been as effi- 
cient as in former years. If some plan could be devised 
whereby the district schools could have a larger number of 
weeks’ teaching in a year, we might expect a more marked 
aud continuous progress. 

In the discharge of my duties | have made sixty-four visits, 
examined twenty-nine persons, granting certificates to twenty- 
eight. 


DISTRICTS. 


I thick the number is too great, and that the educational 
interests of the town would be advanced by a jadicious con- 
solidation. The accompanying statistical table shows that 
there were ten districts with less than twelve scholars each. 
In one district, No. 7, there are no scholars of school age ; 
in 19, there was but one belonging in the district, and the other 
ten who attended the fall term would have been accommodated 
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much better by a school in their own district. I would rec- 
ommend, however, to prudential committees to so arrange 
their terms in adjacent districts that scholars who so desire 
may take advantage of more than one school. 


SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


I congratulate District No. 1 upon its increased facilities, 
and the possession of a building so well adapted to the needs 
of the district. Outside the Bridge village, District No. 6 has 
the most suitable buildings for school purposes. No. 4 basa 
good building, but the desks are not of the best nor most 
modern pattern. The house in No. 11 is in good repair and 
furoished with modern desks, but the black-board surface is 
too limited. I have noticed that most of the school-bouses are 
kept neat, but are nearly all deficient in black-boards and 
other appliances. I would recommend silicate slating as a 
suitable material to apply to a board surface. The houses in 
districts 5,7, 12 and 14 are not fit for use as school-houses, 
without considerable repairs. 


TEACHERS. 


I leave to the board of education the report in reference to 
District No. 1. Of the schools under my supervision, five had 
male teachers; four had only one term, and eight teachers 
taught their first term this year. In nearly every instance 
these new beginners gave entire satisfaction, and give prom- 
ise of usefulness in this vocation. Two teachers, Miss Ellin- 
wood in No.4, and Miss Smith in No. 17, were obliged to 
give up their schools on account of ill-health, and the work 
was taken up by others. 

While commending the faithfulness and efficiency of the 
teachers as a whole, I wish to give especial commendation to 
several for the interest they succeeded in arousing in their 
pupils, and the progress made under their direction. Miss 
Potter succeeded in arousing a great interest in the elements 
of mathematics in a class of little children, in the summer 
term of District No. 6. In the winter term, especialiy, of No. 
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18, Miss Kimball accomplished the difficult task of sustaining 
the interest of a small school. I commend, also, her practice 
of encouraging letter-writing ; and her teaching, without text- 
books, of the elements of arithmetic. Mr. Farnham’s school, 
in No. 11, made excellent progress, especially in grammar, 
analysis and writing; and the results achieved in so short a 
term were highly commendable. I wish also to commend the 
thoroughness of the teachisg of Mr. Hadley and Miss French, 
in No. 10, Mrs. Bailey, in No. 8, Miss Carr, in No, 17, and 
the map-drawing taught by Miss Gibson. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


The only change I have made in text-books is to adopt 
Brown’s Physiology and Hygiene. I have endeavored to 
keep the schools as closely as possible to the schedule of books 
adopted several years ago. 

In conclusion, I won!d say that, for a continued policy and 
a satisfactory solution of the difficulties in the way of the ad- 
vancemert of the efficiency of our district schools, I believe 
a board of education for the town would be more efficient than 
one person, as under the present system.
